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The C.N.P. Retail Merchants 
Association was held on Wed¬ 
nesday, Jan. 30. At that time 
95% of the merchants were fa¬ 
vourable to closing Mondays but 
a split in opinions since develop¬ 
ed in Blairmore. 

The town council in Blairmore 
has not as yet passed a by-law 
permitting the merchants to 
close for half a day on Mondays 
but a petition has been submit¬ 
ted to the council requesting 
that retail stores in Blairmore 
be closed for half a day on Mon¬ 
days. In the meantime those 
merchants who are not in agree¬ 
ment may remain open all day. 

The retailers who have signed 
the “gentlemen’s agreement" 
will close all day every Monday. 
Merchants in Bellevue and Hill- 
crest have been assured of a 
ministerial order governing the 
hamlets of Bellevue and Hill- 
crest by Mr. Kovach, M.L.A. 
Coleman and Frank have al¬ 
ready passed their by-law. In 
the voting that took place re¬ 
garding the closing of the stores, 
Bellevue and Maple Leaf show¬ 
ed 82% in favor, Hillcrest 100%, 
Frank 100%, Coleman 95%, and 
Blairmore 87.5%. 

Places of business not affect¬ 
ed by the by-laws or agreement 
are the post offices, drug stores, 
liquor stores, restaurants, to¬ 
bacco shops, newspaper shops, 
service stations, insurance agen¬ 
cies, theatres and other amuse¬ 
ment places. 

The stores observing both the 
by-law and the agreement will 
remain open all day Wednesdays 
and will close all day Mondays. 
This arrangement will go Into 
effect on Monday, Feb. 11. 


A regular meeting of the CNP 
local A.T.A. was held in Blair¬ 
more on Thursday, Feb. 7, with 
52 members present. 

Mr. R. J. Nadeau and Miss I. 
Sellon, councillors to the emer¬ 
gent general meeting held in Ed¬ 
monton, gave their report. 

At the meeting in Edmonton, 
the executive of the A.T.A. has 
put forth the policy that because 
arbitration awards in the past 
have proved so meagre that it 
is time the A.T.A. exercise its 
full rights under the Labor Act. 
This means taking a strike vote 
or if necessary actually going on 
strike. 

The question of financing such 
a strike was discussed by the 
local and it was moved that the 
C.N.P. local A.T.A. go on record 
as being willing to contribute 
towards a strike fund. This was 
approved unanimously. 

The meeting approved a mo¬ 
tion that the local A.T.A. contact 
the district M.L.A. to persuade 
the government to raise the con¬ 
tribution to teachers’ retirement 
fund by 2% above the present 
percentage paid. 

For the first time in the his¬ 
tory of the local, the Pass teach¬ 
ers are sponsoring a candidate 
for district representative of the 
South Western Geographic Dis¬ 
trict. This district includes the 
school districts and divisions of 
the Crows Nest Pass, Pincher- 
Creek, St. Mary, Granum, Mac- 
leod, Lethbridge city, Lethbridge 
division and Taber. The candi¬ 
date is Mr. W,. Jallep of Blair¬ 
more. 

Approximately 40% of the 
teachers in the Pass have sent in 
their applications for member¬ 
ship in the Blue Cross hospital¬ 
ization plan. 

It was noted by your reporter 
that the meetings of the local 
this year have been above aver¬ 
age in attendance and interest. 

After the meeting the teach¬ 
ers were treated to a very en¬ 
joyable lunch by the Blairmore 
staff. 


The miners of District No. 
18 accepted the new agree¬ 
ment by a large majority as 
the various coal fields voted 
on February £:h. 

The agreement gives miners 
$1.40 a day increase across 
the board. The retirement 
pension is increased from 
$75.00 to $100.00 after the age 
of 62 and 20 years service. In 
cases where a miner is unable 
to continue work and has not 
yet reached the age of 62 but 
has 20 years service, he will 
be given a disability pension 
of $80.00. This was increased 
from $67.50. 

Mr. W. White, secretary of 
the local miners’ union per¬ 
sonally thought that the po¬ 
licy committee had done a 
very good job in their nego¬ 
tiations, 


The annual ratepayers meet¬ 
ing took place on Monday 
evening in the town council 
chambers. There were only 
three ratepayers present. 

The school board presented 
its financial report for the 
year 1951, and the report was 
accepted. The problem of 
school accommodation for the 
coming year was brought for¬ 
ward. The expected enroll¬ 
ment for the coming term will 
be so great that accommoda¬ 
tions present a grave prob¬ 
lem. The Works and Proper¬ 
ty committee submitted their 
report. The report showed 
that halls, offices, 4 rooms and 
cloak rooms were painted in 
the high school; 4 rooms and 
fire escapes were painted in 
the Central school; track and 
volly-ball court was laid out; 
flourescent lights were install¬ 
ed in 2 rooms; $3000.00 was 
spent in building a garage; 
painted 2 rooms and repaired 
fences in West Coleman. 

The Principal's report was 
given and accepted. The June 
term showed an enrollment of 
625, and the December term 
showed 660. In the Grade 9 
examinations, Ralph Ryznar 
received the Governor-Gener¬ 
al award for the Pincher 
Creek-Crows Nest inspecto¬ 
rate. ** 

In the town council meet¬ 
ing, the minutes of the laBt 
ratepayers meeting were read 
and accepted. The Chief of 
Police report was given and 
accepted, The report showed 
46 cases under the Criminal 
Code, 1 under the Juvenile 
Act, 19 under the Liquor Act, 
16 under the Highway Traffic 
Act, 7 under the Indian Act, 
39 under by-law 231, 3 under 
by-law No. 7. In all there 
were 131 cases which resulted 
in fines or sentences. Eleven 
car accidents were reported 
and a total of 15 persons dur¬ 
ing the year had the opportu¬ 
nity to visit the local cells. 

The Fire Department re¬ 
port was accepted and congra¬ 
tulations were expressed to 
this department for their 
marked improvement in the 
past year. The Inspectors re¬ 
port was read and accepted. 
The report highly praised the 
fine, conscientious work done 
by the town secretary. A vote 
of thanks to the secretary was 
moved and approved by all 
persons present. 


Members of the town council 
met in council chambers Tues¬ 
day, Feb. 5. Present at the meet¬ 
ing were councillors Ramsay, 
Wavercan, Woods, Dibblee, Top- 
pano, and Mayor N. E. Abous- 


The financial statement for 
the month of January was read 
by the secretary and accepted 
by the council. Bills payable 
were then turned over to their 
respective committees. 

The by-law granting permis¬ 
sion to local retail merchants 
to close on Monday afternoons 
was discussed. This by-law, the 
council decided, will be strictly 
enforced. 

To compensate for blocking off 
lighting to his kitchen when the 
town garage was built, Mr. W. 
Kosma will be approached by 
the town foreman to discuss a 
suitable arrangement. 

A committee from the coun¬ 
cil will meet Mr. H. Clarke, gen¬ 
eral manager of the Coleman 
Collieries to discuss with him the 
use and maintenance of town 
roads used by company trucks. 

A letter will be sent to the 
department o." Public Utilities 
for information regarding the 
price dairies are authorized to 
charge for milk. 

The annual ratepayers meet¬ 
ing will be held at 7.30 p.m. 
Feb. 11. It is the duty of all 
ratepayers to attend their an¬ 
nual meeting. 

Nominations for councillors 
will begin at 11 a.m. and close 
sharply at 12 noon, Monday, Feb. 


King George VI. will be remembered by a large 
number of people in Alberta. He with Queen Elizabeth 

visited the province in May 1939. The writer was one of 
an assembly gathered on the steps of the Legislative 
buildings,, where the government official reception was 
headed by the late Premier William Aberhart. 

The royal couple received a vociferous welcome, and 
at one stage of the proceedings, as the King and Queen 
alighted from their car to proceed up the steps of the 
Parliament buildings, the enthusiastic crowd of several 
thousands broke through the lines of troops guarding the 
enclosure and surged right up to the steps. For a moment 
or two King George appeared startled by the outburst of 
welcome, and in striking contrast was the smile with which 
Queen Elizabeth waved to the crowd. 

He was dressed in the blue uniform of the Royal 
Air Force, and at that time, nearly 13 years ago, he did 
not appear to be in robust health,'and one felt a bond of 
sympathy for the trying ordeal which royalty has to un¬ 
dergo in observing their kingly duties. 

It is well remembered how Premier Aberhart pre¬ 
sented him with an address of welcome, a rather unduly 
Targe bundle, which the King promptly handed to one of 
his aides after graciously accepting it. 

Then there was an old man standing in the front 
line of those assembled on the steps, who was then the 
oldest in Alberta. Queen Elizabeth asked why he didn’t 
sit down, when a small boy piped up — he doesn’t want 
to sit down. The old chap felt it beneath his dignity to 
think of sitting in the presence of royalty, and both the 
King and Queen spoke a few words to him, while the

The undersigned has 
no connection whatever with 
this organization; the picture 
has stirred him to acquaint your 
readers with Plan’s labour of 
love among the war children. 

The Plan is non-profit, non¬ 
political, non-sectarian, inde¬ 
pendent relief organization 
whioh has given individual help 
to more than 70,000 children. In 
its care at present are 7,000 war 
children of Belgium, England, 
France, Greece, Holland and 
Italy. Founded by Major John 
Langdon - Davies, of London, 
Eng., the Plan now Is celebrating 
its 15th anniversary of service 
to war-stricken children. 

The aim of The Plan, as its 
name Indicates, Is to have its 
children ‘adopted’ by Foster Par¬ 
ents. This Is financial only ($180 
a year) and payments may be 
made monthly, quarterly or 
yearly.

HEALTH AND PROGRESS 

I was quite young at the time. 
I had been plowing all day but 
to a youngster, in his early 
teens, what does a day’s work 
amount to anyway! I put the 
horse'3 in the stable, shoved some 
hay into their mangers, gave 
them their oats, then a lick and 
a promise with currycomb and 
brush and walked down town. 
The attraction was a free show. 
The professor claimed to be a 
doctor — the claim may have 
been justified, he looked like 
one. He had taken the town 
hall for a night and promised 
an excellent talk on how to keep 
well. It wound up as such things 
often do with a story of the or¬ 
igin, uses and doses of a great 
family medicine. This time it 
was “Kickapoo Indian Sagwa”. 

With him on the platform 
were two Indians who put on a 
dance. The doctor told us of the 
magnificent specimens of hu¬ 
manity on the eastern slopes of 
the rocky Mountains. They lived 
in the open in God’s free sun¬ 
shine. They had learned from 
their own medicine men the vir¬ 
tues bf certain plants and herbs 
which grew on the lower slope of 
the mountains. They developed 
these products; you can guess 
the rest. After years of careful 
study a wonderful remedy 
“Kickapoo Indian Sagwa” was 
given to mankind. It was not a 
stab in the dark, the great coun¬ 
cil and sub-council of the Kick- 
apoos had studied the problem 
for years. They had tried it at 
home, it had brought them 
health. Now they were able to 
give this great remedy of the 
Kickapoos to their brothers and 
sisters throughout the nation 
regardless of color or creed. 

Nice of them, wasn’t it? There 
was a magnetic swing to his 
talk. There was music in his 
voice. I don’t know where he 
went when he left the Village 
of Gorrle (Huron County, On- 
traio) but we never heard of him 
again. Nor strange to say, never 
since that night have I ever 
heard of “Kickapoo Indian Sag¬ 
wa”. I lived in the West for 21 
years but so far as I can recall 
it, no Indians of that name turn¬ 
ed up with a bottle of “Kickapoo 
Indian Sagwa”. If they did they 
escaped my vision. 

The Lost Remedy 
Yesterday I entered a drug 
store where I usually buy these 
essential needs of the man who 
must at times take a shave. I 
went in for some blades. He 
reached into a drawer and 
handed me a package of my 
favorite brand. “What are the 
others?”, I asked, for the draw¬ 
er was full of blades. “These”, 
said he, “are the ones which 
fell by the wayside and the place 
which once knew them for a 
day now knows them no more. 

Then I thought of my old 
friend, ‘Kickapoo Indian Sagwa’ 
—what a lovely name! It ought 
to sell the product even if it was 
a doubtful value. I asked my 
druggist friend if he remember¬ 
ed it. Was it a friend of his in 
the old days? He raised his eye¬ 
brows and thought for a few 
moments, his mind leading him 
back through the years. “I can 
look back a long distance in the 
drug business”, he said, “and I 
think I can recall that name but 
I fear the Indian doctor didn’t 
sell much “Kickapoo” in Can¬ 
ada. 

Then I was in Gorrie last sum¬ 
mer, the little village close to 
the old family home. I was there 
in August. The visit stirred up 
many memories but not since 
the night of that distant meet¬ 
ing, years and years ago, have 
I though of “Kickapoo Indian 
Sagwa” and “Kickapoo Healing 
Salve.” My druggist had the 
answer. If a product Isn’t good 
it makes no difference who pro¬ 
duces It or who puts It on the 
market. It must have a real val¬ 
ue. If It hasn’t it will reach the 
trash box in a few'short weeks. 

If it has value, in time, it may 
find a market and survive, at 
least until a better one comes 
along! I doubt if there are many 
remedies today which can make 
a market by peddling the pro¬ 
duct from house to house. It 
costs too much. 

Are our doctors and druggists 


worth the price? There is an 
easy and simple test for that 
blunt question. The health of 
the people of Canada is improv¬ 
ing. The death rate is declin¬ 
ing, The babies born into the 
world have a far better chance 
of living than they had in the 
past. There has been a sharp de¬ 
cline in infant mortality. In a 
thousand live births in the av¬ 
erage of the years 1921-25 the 
mortality for the first year was 
98. In 1948 it was 44. This is a 
great improvement. Maternal 
mortality has declined steadily 
since the 1921-25 level of 5 per 
thousand live births to 1.4. The 
general death rate has fallen 
from 11.2 per 1000 population to 
9.3. 

The change reflects a great 
improvement. Our medical bills 
are high but the results are 
satisfactory. The improvement 
is diffused throughout the na¬ 
tion. The change has been 
brought about by the greater 
skill and greater knowledge of 
the medical fraternity and 
coupled with this better hospi¬ 
tals, better nurses and beyond 
question — better patients. 

Our trade returns, exports and 
imports, industrial production, 
car loadings, bank deposits and 
loans reflect a healthy condi¬ 
tion of our economic affairs but 
the basis of economic prosperity 
lies in the health of our people. 
We must guard it as one of our 
great national assets.

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Civil Defence 
Ready to Recruit 
Members 

The Civil Defence school had 
another in their series of classes 
on Wed., Feb. 6. Mr. Ondrus 
completed his instruction on 
chemical warfare when he dealt 
with the characteristics and ef¬ 
fects of nerve gases and choking 
gases. Instruction was also giv¬ 
en on use, care and adjustment 
of respirators. 

Mr. 8. Short dealt with various 
lessons learned by the Civil De¬ 
fence in England during World 
War II. 

The various sections of the 
local Civil Defence organization 
are now ready to recruit mem¬ 
bers who may be interested. 
There is a particular need for 
volunteers to fill the warden 
jobs of the organization. Any¬ 
one who is interested can at¬ 


tend classes and let their section 
commanders know or contact 
member of the Civil Defence 
mentioned in previous Journal 
publications. 

What is civil defence? It is a 
way of saving lives and property, 
of protecting you and your fam¬ 
ily should war strike Canada. It 
is a way of helping to keep you 
going, and to keep production 
going, in spite of atomic, biolog¬ 
ical or chemical attacks. 

Why should we prepare? Be¬ 
cause, in the event of war, there 
is a strong possibility that Ca¬ 
nadian cities, and even smaller 
centres, would be attacked with 
atomic bombs. As long as this 
possibility exists, the sensible 
thing is to prepare to meet it 
effectively. Civil defence is a 
form of insurance against a dis¬ 
aster which may or may not 
come. 

Who is needed? Everybody. 
Self-help and mutual help are 
the responsibilities of each and 
every citizen. At least 250,000 
Canadians should receive civil 
defence training immediately. 


Everyone requires intensive ed¬ 
ucation in self-protection.

Today the planes of any possible 
enemy country can reach every 
major city in Canada. The hour 
may not strike this year, next 
year or ten years from now.
